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EDITOR’S CORNER 
CHAMBER HAS 
The City Council acted wisely in ap­ 
proving $50,000 for promotion of this 
resort community during the next 12 
months. It is vita! to the growth and 
prosperity of Palm Spring: that its cli- 
matlcal advantages and other attrac­ 
tions he kept before Just as many peo­ 
ple in the nation as possible. Because 
almost every resident benefits directly 
or indirectly from this promotion it is 
proper that it be financed with tax 
funds. 
It is unfortunate that many people— 
some of whom are misled by the Home 
Owners League—take the position that 
the city government is supporting the 
Chamber of Commerce because this ad­ 
vertising and publicity campaign is im­ 
plemented by the Chamber. In a recent 
bulletin of the League the statement is 
made that the League "has always tak­ 
en the position that tax money should 
not finance the Chamber of Commerce, 
but is not opposed to a reasonable 
amount of tax money to be used n ad­ 
vertising the community." The implica­ 
tion is clear that the Chamber is being 
supported by tax funds. The League goes 
on to state that In no event should the 
amount of the City's promotion fund ex­ 
ceed the amount which the Chamber 
collects from its members in dues. 
This latter statement is again very 
misleading because there should be no 
relationship between the normal func­ 
tions of the Chamber and the services 
which it performs in carrying out the 
promotion campaign financed by city 
tax funds. So long as the City pays only 
for advertising, publicity and promotion

DUAL FUNCTIONS 
in accordance with a pre-arranged bud­ 
get, which is the course being followed, 
it should make absolutely no difference 
how much the Chamber collects from 
its members for other functions. At the 
present time the Chamber Is collecting 
from $30,000 to $35,000 in dues from 
members. 
The arrangement which the City has 
with the Chamber for carrying on the 
promotional campaign is very sensible 
and economical. If the City were to set 
up its own department for this purpose, 
much more' would have to go to over­ 
head expense than at present. We have 
always taken the position that the fund 
can he handled much more efficiently 
by the Chamber—at least until the city 
is spending $100,000 a year or more. It 
is true that the Chamber benefits to 
some extent through this arrangement 
but the City benefits also as we have 
pointed out. So the arrangement is quite 
fair both ways. 
It should be made clear to all that 
funds spent by the City for promotional 
purposes must be approved by the City 
Attorney as being strictly in this cate­ 
gory. 
If the Home Owners League—or any 
individual—does not approve of the^ar- 
rangement which the City of Palm 
Springs has with the Palm Springs 
Chamber of Commerce for carrying out 
the promotion campaign, they should 
say so and not imply that tax funds are 
being used to support the Chamber. And 
it would also be more constructive 
criticism if those who are opposed to 
the present arrangement would propose 
a better one.

For example, the American Meat in­

; tary might that was then idly deployed 
within a stone’s throw of the city.

As for 
Stalin's Russia, it deliberately turned a 
deaf ear to them, callously letting them 
be crushed by Hitler’s troops—and it did 
so for a brutally Machiavellian political 
reason.

Anxiety is an expression of a 
of life engendered in home life 
questionable universal human ex­ 
perience in an attempt to set up 
a mechanism of self preserva­ 
tion. 
As a state of apprehension that 
alerts beings to danger, anxiety 
or apprehension is necessary for 
survival. 
It might be compared 
to a protective device which is 
similar to pain, which later also 
is a warning of danger 
Both of 
these reactions, anxiety and pain, 
can be destructive in that both 
can penetrate everything that the 
individual thinks, feels or does. 
Destructive insofar as prevent­ 
ing regeneration of tissue sub­ 
stance, discontinuing organ ac­ 
tivity, and thus not allowing nor­ 
m al function to be,carried on. 


ANXIETY IS primarily a men­ 
tal conception, and the phenome­ 
non may result from illusions, or 
delusions, and produce mental 
abnormalities which retard nor­ 
m al health. 
When anxiety be­ 
comes excessive, it not only im­ 
pairs mental function but as 
stated above it prevents the nor­ 
m al continuity of cell life and 
organ function. 
It may be as­ 
sociated with fear, but fear is 
somewhat different in that it is 
an 
emotional 
response 
to 
a 
known and identifiable danger' 
that prepares the individual for 
fight or flight. 
In contrast, an­ 
xiety is the emotional response 
to an unidentified danger. 
Anxiety serves no constructive 
function, but rather may become 
the basis of neurotic or mental 
illness in the development of de­ 
fense mechanisms that serve to 
reduce the anxiety. 


THE FIRST manifestations of 


employment, financial , group re­ 
actions, health and housing fac­ 
tors. 
Regardless of the source of an­ 
xiety; the individual automatical­ 
ly seeks to escape the discom­ 
forts. 
IF A SERIOUS conflict cannot 
be resolved through a construc­ 
tive action the indivual may em­ 
ploy mental methods of evasion 
including 
denial, 
displacement, 
fantasy, 
identification, 
all 
of 
which increase the uncertainties 
and begin to manifest themsel­ 
ves with s”mptoms that may er­ 
roneously point to possible di­ 
sease conditions. 
It is therefore 
important to realize that an an­ 
xiety neurosis with its various 
apprehensive reactions, can be­ 
come a very serious threat in 
maintaining good health. 


A careful investigation has to 
be made into the life and experi­ 
ences of each individual to bring 
forth the originating and basic 
problems which have allowed for 
the development of these condi­ 
tions. .It is also 
important to 
make certain that no underlying 
organic disease has developed.

You see him occasionally now 
in the movie shorts that are still 
hilarious. 
But I had the privi­ 
lege of knowing him slightly, and 
feel he was funnier in person. 
He died Nov. 21, 1945. On May 
16, 1944, we met and he was 
pouring—not tea, but Tom Col­ 
linses. 
He was fetchingly attired in an 
old bootblack's apron that had 
caught his fancy once when he 
w as getting his shoes shined in 
Switzerland. As he sloshed about 
mixing the drinks I elected to 
remind him of one of his famous 
lines: 
“ I must get out of these wet 
clothes and into a dry martini.” 
"That's not my line,” he said. 
He had settled down now into an 
easy chair in his hotel suite, with 
the bootblack's apron still on. 


IT WAS THE FIRST of his 
m any efforts during the inter­ 
view to deny he was 
a great 
humorist. 
AU he did was knock 
Benchley. 
Down with Benchley! 
What a miserable humorist, mov­ 
ie actor and radio actor Bench­ 
ley is! 
' 
He said quite gravely that the 
m artini line came from some­ 
body's column. 
He'd read it 
there, repeated it, and this col­ 
umnist 
had 
reprinted 
it—and 
credited it to him. 
A likely 
story! 
I swallowed It at first, 
but pretty soon it turned out 
Benchley hadn’t ever done any­ 
thing worthwhile, so I got to 
wondering. 
"Me a success on the radio?” 
H e winced. 
"Oh no, I’m not. I 
hate to be funny on the radio. 
I can stink up a small room, but 
to stink up a whole nation—you 
shouldn't do that unless you're 
broke. 
"Well, I was, and like a sucker 
m y secretary goes and pays peo­ 
ple money I owe, so I have to 
do more radio. 
"It's horrible next day. 
Your 
friends say, 'I heard you on the 
a ir last night.' 
They look over 
your shoulder and say 'Hi, Joe,’ 
to somebody to avoid your eyes. 
‘Well,’ 
they say, 
'm y 
mother 
liked you.' 
"And in movies I'm bad, too. 
I didn't review shows 20 years 
for nothing. When I do it I think 
‘Oh boy, am I comical!’ 
Then 
when I see It, I know it’s just a 
jerk up there who shouldn’t be 
acting." 


THEN HE 
CONFESSED 
he 
hadn't written for four years. 
His two most recent 
books 
w ere collections of earlier stuff. 
* “ I just got sick of Beochiey s 
stuff,” he explained. 
His readers didn't share that 
view. Remember the Uncle Ed­ 


ith Christmas story, with Uncle 
Edith telling golden-haired Mar­ 
ian, three, "Now be quiet or Un­ 
cle Edith will give you a great 
big abrasion on the forehead?” 
Or his nonsense line, "I would 
like to take this way of announc­ 
ing to my hundreds, nay dozens, 
of friends . . . ” 
Or his grimly 
serious speech, "Is life made too 
easy for the youth of today? Ara 
wé raising a generation of pam ­ 
pered dawdlers? 
What is that 
on your necktie?" 
He wrote that he belonged to 
an "exclusive set (no diphtheria 
allowed)” and that because of 
his habit of spitting at people at 
parties he was usually known as 
" 'Sweet Old Bob,' or sometime* 
just the initials.” 
"I can’t face those,” Benchley 
said, wincing again. 


DOROTHY’ PARKER phoned, 
and they brought up a lot . . . 
When they were on Vanity Fair, 
Publisher Conde Nast forbade 
employes to speculate about sal­ 
aries. 
So they promptly wore 
big p l a c a r d s , 
"$27-50 per," 
around their necks. 
The late Frank Case, then the 
proprietor of The Algonquin, said 
he once visited Benchley’s home 
and found some interesting tow­ 
els, sheets and pillow cases in 
his room—they’d all been stolen 
from The Algonquin. 
The phone rang again and I 
heard him saying, "No, no, no, 
no, no.” 
He cam e back and explained, 
“That was my poor 
secretary. 
She wants to know whether I 
should 
pay 
back 
some mora 
money.” 


BEFORE HIS DEATH Bench­ 
ley was better known to th# 
American public as an actor than 
as a writer. Having been a writ­ 
er for 20 years he was a littla 
startled 
when 
non-literary 
ac­ 
quaintances in Hollywood started 
saying, quite seriously, "Say, I 
see you wrote a booje. When did 
you start writing, fellow: 
You 
keep it up. 
You got a great fu­ 
ture as a writer." 
“I wish I thought so," said 
Benchley, with that down-with- 
Benchley scowl. 
As I said, it's a great pity no­ 
body's taken his place.

There are many ways to ex­ 
ercise y o u r dog, fortunately.

The m arket , response to the 
steel strike was gratifying. 
We 
think it points up the general be­ 
lief that a strike of moderate dur­ 
ation will not be seriously damag­ 
ing to the economy. The low vol­ 
ume on Monday was mute testi­ 
mony that the bulk of investors 
have complete confidence in the 
soundness of eur future economy. 
Never under rate the power of 
mess confidence as a m arket val­ 
uator. 
A healthy prica increaae on ateel 
m ay be anticipated, effective upon 
settlement of the current strike. 
How much 
increase is still an 
open question, but steel authorities 
seem to thtnk it will range be- 
ween $8 and $12 on the average. 
That is inflation! Even though the 
cry of inflation has become some­ 
what hackneyed in recent years, 
we cannot escapa the economic 
fact that a constantly rising wage 
scale, year after year, wiU defi­ 
nitely cause 
higher and higher 
prices. 
In recent years, the ingenuity
